‘across the postal convention en- 


tered into between the kingdom of 
Hawaii and the United States. 
Article 1 of this convention read 
in part as follows: 

“There shall be an exchange of 
correspondence between the United 
States and the Hawaiian kingdom 
by United States mail steamers 
plying between San Francisco and 
Honolulu as well as steamers and 
sailing vessels running between 
Honolulu and San Francisco, Port- 
land, Oregon, and various ports 
on Puget Sound, including Teeka- 
let, Olympia and Port Townsend. 

Article 2 provided as follows: 
“San Francisco, New York, Boston, 
Portland Ore.; Teekalet, Olympia 
and Port Townsend shall be United 
States offices of exchange for the 
Hawaiian kingdom. Letter postage 
shall be 6 cents and there shall be 
2 cents postage on newspapers re- 
gardless of size or weight.” 

I was very much interested in 
this early-day record but I must 
confess that I don’t know where 
Teekalet on Puget Sound is. Evi- 
dently it was a port of some im- 
portance 60 years ago. To my 
great surprise the kingdom of 
Hawaii antedated the Oregon coun- 
try in the matter of postal laws 
and regulations. If you will look 
up the early-day laws of Hawaii 
you will find that on April 27, 1846, 
when the Oregon country was gov- 
erned by provisional government, 
- act was passed reading as fol- 
ows: 


History

“An act to organize the executive 
departments of the Hawaiian Is- 
lands. 

“Section 1. The collector general 
of customs and the collectors of the 
respective ports of entry and de- 
parture shall be ex officio post- 
masters and entitled to receive and 
open at their respective ports mail 
bags as herein specified. 

“Section 2. The minister of the 
interior of the kingdom of Hawaii 
shall appoint some trustworthy and 
discreet person residing convenient- 
ly in each of the islands where no 
port of entry and departure is es- 
tablished to serve as postmaster 
thereof.” 

It was also provided that all 
postmasters should be required to 
preserve a list in writing of all 
letters dispatched and to furnish to 
to all other postmasters copies of 
letters sent to them. They were 
also required to post up a list of 
all letters received. It was further 
provided that all masters of foreign 
vessels should be allowed to make 
an ocean charge of 2 cents each 
on all letters and 1 cent each on all 
papers in addition to the regular 
postage. It was further provided 
that each postmaster must collect 
13 cents on all “outside letters” 
and 2 cents each on all inter-island 
letters. 

Prior to this mail received on 
sailing vessels was delivered at 
some convenient counting house in 
Honolulu. Announcement was made 
of the arrival of mail, and the 
clerks at the counting house read 
to the assembled citizens the ad- 
dresses of all letters received. Let- 
ters that were not claimed at once 
were either delivered to the chap- 
lain of the Seaman’s mission or 
placed in the tea chest at the con- 
sulate, so that when whaling ships 


put into port the sailors could go 
to the consulate, look over the mail 
and claim any belonging to them. 

The civil code for the Hawaiian 
Islands in 1859 provided for the 
appointment of a postmaster gen- 
eral, who was authorized to employ 
mail carriers on the various islands. 
This act also provided a fine of 
$100 to $500 when any master of 
any vessel “broke bulk” before de- 
livering all letters on board to the 
local postmaster. It also provided 
that the commanding officers of 
all coasting vessels should receive 
and deliver all inter-island mail 
without charge, the penalty for re- 
fusal of so doing being the forfeit- 
ure of their licenses. This act also 
provided that the postage rate 
should be 5 cents for a letter 
weighing one ounce, with 5 cents 
more for each additional ounce 
plus, in all cases, the sea postage 
of 2 cents per letter allowed to the 
master of the vessel. 


On December 22, 1850, the privy 
council of the kingdom of Hawaii 
established a postal system for the 
Islands and appointed Henry M. 
Whitney as postmaster general. 
This act was ratified by the legis- 
lature in September, 1851. On Oc- 
tober 1, 1851, the following postage 
stamps were issued: A 5-cent and 
a 13-cent stamp for letters and a 
2-cent stamp for papers. 2 
Whitney served as postmaster gen- 
eral from 1850 to 1856. He was 
succeeded by Joseph Jackson, who 
served until 1859. He, in turn, was 
succeeded by A. K. Clark, who 
served until 1862. David Kalakaua, 
the next postmaster, served until 
1865. Upon the death of Kame- 
hameha V the throne was offered 
to Mrs. Charles R. Bishop, who was 
a descendant of Kamehameha I, 
but she refused the crown, so the 
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he had become king, and the legis- 
lature appointed David Kalakaua 
king and he took the oath of office 
on Febreuary 13, 1874. David Kal- 
akaua was succeeded by A. P. 
Brickwood, who held office until 
1881, John A. Kapena till 1883, 
and H. M. Whitney till 1886. There 
were three postmasters during this 
year— H. M. Whitney, J. L. Koulu- 
kou and Luther Aholo. He was 
succeeded by F. Wundenburg, who 
served until 1891; Walter Hill, who 
served until 1893, and he was suc- 
ceeded by J. M. Oat, who served 
until 1900. 

In 1856 a red 13-cent stamp was 
issued by the kingdom of Hawaii 
having on it the picture of Kame- 
hameha III, also a blue 5-cent 
stamp and a red 2-cent stamp. 
When David Kalakaua was post- 
master general, William G. Irwin, 
his chief clerk, drew a design for a 
perforated 2-cent stamp, which was 
issued in the spring of 1865. Later 
William G. Irwin become a partner 
of Claus Spreckles and died in San 
Francisco, a millionaire. In 1856 
a 5-cent blue stamp was issued, on 
which was a picture of King Ka- 
mehameha V; also 6-cent green 
stamps were issued with the same 
portrait, and an 18-cent magenta 
stamp was issued upon which was 
a picture of Kekuonaoa, the father 
of King Kamehameha IV. A 1-cent 
purple stamp was issued in 1871, 
and in 1875 a 2-cent brown stamp 
with the portrait of King Kalakaua 
and a 12-cent black stamp with the 
portrait of Prince Leluohoku.

ARGENTINE 


Two sets of Airmail stamps were 
issue to prepay postage on the 
return trip of the Graf Zeppelin 
from South America. One set is 
overprinted in blue and the other 
in green. Why two colors were 
used we cannot explain. As the 
Zeppelin intended to stop only at 
Havana, Lakehurst, Seville and 
then return to Germany it would 
seem that four stamps would have 
been sufficient to cover all rates. 
As soon as definite information is 
received it will be published. 


BOLIVIA 


We are advised by our corre- 
spondent in La Paz, that supplies 
of the 3c and 25c stamps have 
been exhausted, and in consequence 
surcharging will be resorted to. 

These provisionals will be with- 
drawn upon receipt of the new 
printing. 

In connection with the visit of 
the Graf Zeppelin a small supply 
of special airmail stamps was is- 
sued to carry letters on the big 
“sausage.” They were made up 
evidently to the order of some en- 
terprising stamp dealer as the en- 





tire set exists with inverted sur- 
charges. 


GUAM 


Mr. Carl A. Anderson has shown 
us the 2c and 4e current Philip- 
pines overprinted in black in three 
lines “Guam Guard Mail.” He 
states that the issue is limited and 
was placed on sale April 8th, 1930. 
The only cancelled copy he has 
seen is postmarked “Guam Service, 
April 15, 1930.” As soon as com- 
plete information is received it will 
be published. 


GUATEMALA 


A new set of airmail stamps will 
appear shortly according to infor- 
mation supplied by Alex Cohen. 
They will be rectangular in shape 
and all values will show Agua Vol- 
cano and an airplane. The numbers 
to be issued are as follows, 

6 cents red, 2,000,000; 19 cents 
blue, 20,000; 27 cents orange, 10,- 
000; 36 cents maroon, 10,000; 45 
cents brown, 20,000; 49 cents olive, 
20,000. 

The unusually large quantity of 
the 6c is explained by the fact 
that this stamp will be used for 
interior airmail service. 


MEXICO 


A correspondent in Mexico in- 
forms us that a new set of stamps 
is in preparation. They will show 
the bust of the late President Ob- 
regon, the values and quantities as 
follows, 


2c, 100,000; 3c, 100,000; 4c, 100,- 
000; 10c, 300,000; 30c, 50,000; 1 
peso, 25,000. 


NICARAGUA 


Two provisional Airmails have 
been made by surcharging the 25c 
of the current issue 15¢c and 20c 
respectively. The surcharges con- 
sist of two lines “Vale-C$0.15” and 
“Vale-C$0.20,” the former in red 
and the latter in black. The 35th 
stamp in each sheet shows the dol- 
lar sign inverted.

There are two different printed albums offered 
for Bureau Printed Precancels. The album by Gloeb 
and the LINPRINT Album. 


We printed 500 sets of pages for these albums. 
The sales up to date had been very small. In fact 
so small as to cause us to doubt the belief that 
collectors wanted or would use a printed album. Mr. 
Gloeb boastfully claims that he don’t have to cut 
prices to make sales yet he admits at the same time 
that in over a year’s time he has sold less than 200 of 
the albums. Selling 200 of the albums in a year’s 
time is a very poor showing. If there is no demand 
for the book then we have both made a mistake in 
producing it. Gloeb seems to feel that sales have 
been satisfactory. We do not feel that way and we 
do not have to cut prices to sell what we have on 
our shelves. We can throw them in the ash can 
just as well. 


However we look at the matter from another 
angle. We have faith that the book we are offer- 
ing is a good book and a book that any collector 
will be glad to own. To force the sale of it, to get 
it introduced, we are willing to sacrifice our profit 
on the albums if we can put them in the hands of 
collectors. We believe putting these books in the 
hands of collectors will increase their future sale 
and that it will at the same time create interest and 
stimulate activity in Bureau Print Precancels. If 
we can do that we shall be well pleased. 

Mr. Gloeb attempts to make comparison of the 
two albums. He claims his printed pages are the 
best on the market. He makes no claim for the 
binders because we are both using the same binder 
except that we have had our binder finished up in 
a special color distinctive from any other similar 
— binder and thus we have a distinctive looking 
ook, 


As for the pages, we have many advanced col- 
lectors of Bureau Prints tell us that our pages are 
far better arranged. They have seen both books and 
— ours. No doubt there are some that prefer 
1l0eDS. 


However there is one point about the pages that 
Mr. Gloeb overlooks. He blandly states that he don’t 
have to brag about the quality of the paper. There 
is no quality to brag about in the paper that he has 
used in his albums. It has no quality. It is plain 
shoddy. Paper called bond paper is not always bond 
paper. So much junk material has been used in 
making bond paper in the past few years that mak- 
ers of better paper are advertising their papers as 
with Rag Content. Not all Bond Papers are of rag 
content. The cheap shoddy papers are made of 
sulphite and wood pulp. When new they look fair, 
yet lack that clean milk white appearance. These

cheaper papers will fade, turn brown, and eventu- 
ally fall apart in a few years’ time. Had the Dec- 
laration of Independence been written on such 
paper it would have disappeared long before this. 
Whereas if it had been written on our album page 
it would still be in existence. 


We brag about the paper because there is so much 
difference between paper costing 10 to 12¢ per pound 
and paper costing 30c per pound. It is worth brag- 
ging about but it is devilish hard to educate collec- 
tors to the use of good paper for album pages when 
so much shoddy stuff is being offered by the pub- 
lishers who tell them that it is good paper, yet know 
that such is not the truth.

THE STANDARD AIRPOST 
CATALOGUE 





The 1930 edition of this cata- 
logue, published by The Berkshire 


Exchange, 1576 Broadway, New 
York, N. Y., has been received 
from the publishers. The book is 


a handsome cloth bound volume of 
over 300 pages printed on a good 
quality of paper and in a con- 
densed form that makes it a very 
handy and convenient catalogue. 
The Catalogue is illustrated with 
cuts of both stamps and cachets 
and lists in a thorough manner the 
substantial and sound air mail cov- 
ers as well as air mail adhesive 
stamps. 

The fascination of collecting air 
mail covers spread with amazing 
rapidity. The craze was so popu- 
lar all through last summer that 
everyone seemed to be doing it. 
The personal contact that went 
with gathering covers appealed to 
many and it seems that a cachet 
must have been applied to air mail 
covers every time an airplane flew 
over some of the towns. It was 
this reckless application of a rub- 
ber stamp picture on air mail cov- 
ers from every hamlet in the coun- 
try that caused the more experi- 
enced and thoughtful collectors to 
issue warnings about overdoing the 
thing. 

Had there been some standard 
by which a cachet might have been 
allowed for use on the occasion of 
certain events, the animal might 
have been kept on leash but it 
scampered about from spot to spot 
until even the most enthusiastic 
follower became alarmed at. its 
capers. 

That many of the covers will 
eventually become very desirable 
pieces because they will finally link 
up with air mail service from some 
definite point is a fact that cannot 
be denied but it is a certain fact 
that the enthusiasm for the class 
of covers that was attracting such 
a large following last summer has 
died down considerably and we can 
not help but believe that it was 
overproduction that discouraged 
the followers. 

Lest anyone attempt to deny that 
this is not a fact, they need but 
check up on the volume of covers 
that are going in to various cities 
and towns for cachets this summer 
and compare these numbers with 
the thousands that were sent to 
various cities last summer. Even 
well advertised events, events with 
all the trimmings, pilot pictures, 
pilot autographs and everything 
that makes a cover attractive have 
been called off for lack of support 
and interest on the part of collec- 
tors. 

Columbus, Ohio, as an example, 
with its big Transcontinental Air- 
port, has an average of an event 
a week, that, last summer, would 
have merited and supported a 
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cachet, but there must be a stop 
somewhere. 

Thus we find that while Air Mail 
Cover collecting is still thriving, 
even growing in popularity, it is 
progressing along more sound and 
substantial lines. Collectors are 
insisting on covers for legitimate 


events and are passing up the play 
things of last summer. 
The Berkshire catalog has con- 


fined its listings solely to Official 
Covers and to those early Pioneer 
events that are the cornerstone of 
the hobby.
